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ceeding thirty years, and said city reserving the 
right to purchase the water-works established 
and franchise at the expiration of five years and 
at each recurring five years thereafter, and in 
case no mutual adjustment can be made, each 
•party within thirty days thereafter shall select 
a disinterested non-resident, and these two shall 
select a third disinterested non-resident, who 
shall determine the amount to be paid therefor, 
which amount shall be accepted by said owners. 
The lowest bid or proposal received by said com-
mon council pursuant to said advertisement, 
shall be accepted by said common council, and the 
proper and necessary action, orders, resolutions or 
ordinances for carrying into effect the spirit and 
object of this act, and the wish of the people of 
said city, as expressed by their said vote, shall be 
enacted, enforced and carried into effect by said 
common council. 

SECTION 7. All acts and parts of acts in conflict 
with the provisions of this act ai-e repealed. 

SECTION 8. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and approval-by 
the governor.
